It is reported that during the latter part of April the Soviet Union 
opened a full consulate at Malu, which is located near the juncture 
of the Iranian, Turkish and Soviet frontier in northern Kurdistan. 
Fedor Alexandrovitch Pochianov has been appointed Consul in charge 
of the new Maku Consulate. - 


25X1A MR coment: Until last year the Soviets maintained a Vice-Consulate 
a allegedly was active with the tribes of Kurdistan. 
It is significant perhaps that. the Iranian Government has allowed 
the Soviet Government to open a Consulate rather than a Vice-Consulate 
in this restricted area, while American or other foreign officials are 
not allowed to travel to Haku.
